SAN PEDRO SuLA (Spanish Hondu- 
ras), May 8.—[ Special Correspondence 
of the Los ANGELES TDIESs.] We, who 
live in the cold climate of the North, 
and witness the animating and radical

‘guid and dreamy fancies of veritable 


lotus eaters. We are stirred by a wild

One of ‘the chief industries of the city 


is its hide and cattle business, carried 
on within the State and with Spanish 
Honduras. It also 
drade in medicinal plants. Sarsaparilla, 
sassafras, cochineal, gum arabic, 


- quassia and numerous gum: trees 


abound in this section. Its mahogany, 


cedar and india rubber interests,though 


not so large as formerly, play no small 
part in its commerce, while numerous 
dye woods and fancy woods are ex- 
ported in large quantities. Brazil 
woud, sandal and snake wood, rose- 
wood and many other handsome speci- 
mens, so much prized for fancy wood- 
work, are found here. The city has a 
population of 700 souls, of which only

This latter is the chief port of Span- 
ish Honduras on the Caribbean Sea.

It was founded 
about 1519, and was first called Nativi- 
dad. During the reign of the viceroys 
it attained considerable commercial 
importance. In 1874 it was made the

ORDER LEAGUE? 


An organization Formed to See That 
Justice Is Meted Out to Scala- 
wags and Boodlers—The San Pe- 
dro White Caps Only a Branch. 


The tar-and-feather case at San Pe- 
dro promises to give the public still 
more sensations before it is brought to 
aconclusion. It will be remembered 
that shortly after Braeman was 
treated to a coat of tar and feathers, 
he had seven of the supposed White | 
*** arrested and held in the sum of 
$1000 each for trial. About a week 
after this wholesale arrest Braeman’s 
cottage was burned to the ground, 
and it was given out that it had been 
fired by the same gang of White Caps, 
The whole town was thrown into a 
state of excitement, and the people 
who had it in for the ‘‘mashers,” a 
they called Braemen, did not hesitate 
to say that if he did ndt keep away 
from San Pedro they would take him 
out and hang him. 

An investigation showed that the 
masher was in San Pedro on the night 
of the flre, and a story to the effect 
that he. had fired his own house for 
the insurance money was set afloat. 
This story had not circulated ve 
far when one Pete Mahralla walke 
into the Justice’s office and swore 
to a complaint charging Braeman 
with arson. As warrant was 
issued at once and the masher was 
arrested. He demanded an imme- 
diate investigation,which was granted, 
and before the inv estigation Was con- 
cluded, the Court ordered the arrest 
of the complaining witness for the 
very same crime that he had charged 
Braeman with having committed. 
This unlooked-for move on the part of 
the Justice created quite an excite- 
ment, and seemed to upset the whole 
crowd. 

Before a complaint had been sworn 
out against Mahralla, the Court fixed 
his bail at-$5000 and ordered him con- 
finedin the County Jail. This new 
turn in the case convinced the powers 
behind the White-cap move that some- 
thing must be done at once, and the

ahralia’s was set for
